There was never a time when farm- 
ers around Lake Okeechobee thought 
and talked as much about practical 
farming methods as they “are doing 
new. Tlic talk is of how to clear land 
and the costs of clearing and of cover 
cep for the summer and of crops to 
be put in during the coming seasons, 
il of the farmers in the upper 
Clades made some money this spring 
and 5cme of them made a good deal. 
It is remarkable that it was so, Few 
tract: of land were plaüted before the 
first of Jatiuary (a mile or so north of 
(anal Point some of the land was so 
wet that corn could not be planted un- 
til a month ago); there were frosts, 
and then there were two bad rains. The 
worse misfortunes which came to other 
sections of the country were to the ad- 
vantage of the farmers in the Ever- 
giaces; for instance, as to potatoes, the 
Hastings crop was so short that Iate- 
pianted potatoes at Moore Haven were 
sold after the Hastings crop was off. 
Yield was not particularly good any- 
where in the upper Glades; it was the 
high prices that made things turn out 
well. It might well be said, however, 
that the past season was a fine demon- 
ion of what can be done around 
Lake Okeechobee even under adverse 
cdnditions. 


Lowering water levels what 
saved the day. There is some appre- 
hension (such is human nature) that 
droughty weather will come as the 
other extreme, but low water cannot 
do as much harm as high water. Old- 
timers recall that vegetable crops have 
hecn made on East Beach without any 
rain falling from the time seed 
planted until the vegetable: were 
ed, Muck soil is extremely retentive 
of moisture. How to bring yp and hold 
moisivrg is one of the practical “farm 
subjects that is being tal':ed about. 

“Sweet are the uses of adversity,” a

TOMATO FRUIT WORMS 
"Spray with lead arsenate” is the 
swer being made to the many 
quests for advice coming to the Florida 
Experiment Station’ from tomato grow- 
ers concerning the annoyance of. the 
tomato fruit worm. 

This insect is the most serious pest 
of the tomato in this state. It is al- 
most invariably found in corn. Fre- 
quently it is found also in green peas, 
beans, cotton and other plants.
